Out From St, Louis. 


County Judges McAninch, 
H a g g a r d 
and Dan forth, Hon. E. E. Johnston 
and Ben Gorrell returned this morn­ 
ing from 
Jefferson City, where they 
attended the road meeting yesterday. 
Presiding Judge C. W . McAninch, 
of the county court, was seen by tie 
Demoerat'Sentinel soon after his ar­ 
rival, and he talked enthusiastically 
of the meeting, a detailed report of 
which is printed on another page of 


this issue. 
“ After 
the 
general 
meeting, 
at 
which the three routes were consid­ 
ered, the delegates who were theio 
in the interest of the southern route, 
which will pass through Pettis coun­ 
ty, held a meeting in the hall of the 
house of representatives,” said Judge 
McAninch, “ and a general discussion 
ol the matter in hand followed. 
“ The-engineer, Mr. Hill, will begin 
work on the southern route on Sep­ 
tember 18. 
He will start from St. 
Louis and work west to Kansas City. 
. “ There had peen some little contro­ 
versy as to how the roa-.l through 
the different counties is to be joined 
up. 
For instance, 
possibly 
Pettis 
county should desire to build through 
the northern portion of the county 
and 
Johnson 
county 
through the 
southern portion, so at what particu­ 
lar point should they%come together? 
It was decided to leave all this to 
Mr. H ill, the engineer, who will lay 
out tin* onti e route, subject, possibly, 
to certain local changes. 
“ When Mr. H ill has reached K an­ 
sas City and completed his prelimin­ 
ary survey, he will notify the county 
clerks of the several counties through 
which the road is to pass. 
The clerks 
will 
notify 
the 
respective county 
courts, and they will go over the lire 
as surveyed through 
their counties 
and 
either 
approve 
or 
suggest 
changes. 
It will then be up to the 
people of the different 
counties to 
hold another meeting 
and 
perfect 
their plans for the construction of 
the highway. 
“ The people of Pettis county should 
not lose sight of one tiling. 
The en­ 
terprise is a truly desirable one, but 
it is going to take money to build it, 
and the people who own land along 
the road will be expected to contrib­ 
ute liberally. 
“ Pettis county will bo given slate 
aid to the extent of $2.1,000. but it is 
by no means assured that the entire 
sum can be used for the highway, as 
other road districts may ask for a 
portion of the money. 
“ After a general meeting of the 
southern road advocates 
has 
been 
held 
the 
people of the respective 
counlies 
may 
petition 
their county 
courts lo lake such action as may bo 
deemed advisable. 
“ W hile tlif' road is a good thing, 
and 
Pet I is county wants it. do liot 
lose sight of the fact that w'e wdl 
have to pay something to get it.”

Prof. Ravensiein, of the Rô yal Geo­ 
grap hical societ.v, has estimated that 
the fertile lands of the globe amount 
to 28,000,009 square miles, the step p es 
to 14,000,000, and the deserts to 1,000,- 
000. Fix ing 207 p ersons to the square 
mile for fertile lands, ten for step p es, 
and one for deserts as the 
greatest 
p op ulation that the earth could p roi» * 
erly nourish, the p rofessor arrives at 
the conclusion that when the number 
of inhabitants reaches about six thou­ 
sand million, the earth will be p eo­ 
p led to its full cap acity. 
At p resent 
it contains somewhat more than one- 
quarter of that number. 
If the rate 
of increase shown by the latest census 
statistics should be uniformly main­ 
tained, Prof. Ravenstein shows thar 
the globe would be fully p eop led about 
the year 2072.- -Sunday Magazine.
